1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 
Group I. Claims 1-8 and 18-24, drawn to a semiconductor device, classified in 

class 257, and subclass 778. 

This group contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the 
claimed invention: 

a) Species I, e.g. claims 1-8: Sub-assembly of semiconductor chip and chip carrier 

b) Species II, e.g. claim 18-24: Electronic package 

Group II. Claims 9-17 and 25-30, drawn to process of making a semiconductor 
device, classified in class 438, and subclass 108. 

c) Species III, e.g. claims 9-17: Method for increasing the number of signals passing 
between a semiconductor chip and a printed wiring board through a chip carrier 

d) Species IV, e.g. claim 25-30: Method of making an electronic package 
composed of a semiconductor chip, a printed wiring board, and a chip carrier 

2. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claims is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic. Applicant is advised that a
